Is Einstein Authority

Julius Sumner Miller, physics 
Instructor of El Camino College, 
will present the principal ad­ 
dress at the Northern California 
Section of the American Asso­ 
ciation of Physics Teachers In 
Palo Alto, December 20.

"Albert Einstein, Scientist, 
Philosopher, Humanitarian" will 
be the subject of Miller's ad­ 
dress. A collector of the late 
sclentists's photographs and 
works, the El Camino instructor 
Is recogni/ed as an authority on 
Dr. Einstein. His collections con­ 
tain hundreds of photographs 
and letters of the revered 
genius.

Many of the pictures will be 
utilized by the physics Instruc­ 
tor in the presentation of his 
illustrated lecture at Palo Alto.

Miller, under a Carnegie 
grant, spent the summer of 
1950 with the scientist, philoso­ 
pher, and mathematician at the 
Institute for Advanced Studies 
in Princeton, New Jersey.

Following his December ap­ 
pearance, Miller will attend the 
National meeting of the Amer­ 
ican Association of Physics 
Teachers, in New York, where 
he will present a paper on the 
National Sicence Foundation 
program which he administered 
last summer on the campus of 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles. T^he papor is titled 
"A Summer Session Course in 
Demonstration Experiments in 
Physics."

Some 5000 leaders in the field 
of science will be in New York 
to hear the analysis of the pro­ 
gram as presented by the El 
Camino instructor on January 
30.

On November 2. the physics 
instructor presented a lecture 
demonstration in physics to the 
California Science Teachers' 
Association at UCLA. He has 
been acclaimed recently for the 
program of instruction for 
teachers of science which he 
Initiated on the Westwood cam­ 
pus to accelerate and improve 
the instruction of physics in 
secondary school classrpoms 
His course drew teachers of sci­ 
ence from all parts of the Unit­ 
ed States. Miller is recognized 
as a nationally known specialist 
in physics demonstration.

Born in Billerica, Mass., Miller 
received h 1 » undergraduate 
training in philosophy and 
physics at Boston University 
along with his master of arts de 
gree in theoretical physics. He 
also attended the University of 
Idaho for his master of science 
degree in engineering physics.

Miller is affiliated with 
number of honorary societies, 
the American Association of 
Physics Teachers and Pi Mu Ep 
silon, honorary mathematics so­ 
ciety, among them. He is a for 
mer physics editor of School Set 
ence and Mathematics, a prob 
lorn referee for the American
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Mathematical Monthly, and book 
reviewer for School Science and 
Mathematics. He was awarded 
a Ford Foundation fellowship in 
1952.

In addition to his summer 
program at UCLA, Miller has 
served as a visiting professor of 
ihysics at the University of Al- 
>erta and elsewhere. During 
World War n, has was a civil- 
an instructor with the Signal
orp.
